Many times each year it becomes the sad duty of 
some member of the State Library to disabuse a vis- 
itor of the romantic notion that the staff of the 
Traveling Libraries Section are exclusively en- 
gaged in delivering books to remote and book- 
starved residents of New York State by dog team, 
mule train, flatboat and when the going gets 
really rough, by packboard on their own creaking 
but eager backs. We're sorry about this. Not 
just because it isn't pleasant to disillusion people, but because the 
idea of making our jobs into a kind of perennial camping trip appeals to 
us very much. Actually, the travels of the staff seldom range farther 
than the second stack level in Room 335 to the shipping room in the base- 
ment, with an occasional side trip to the combination storeroom and coun- 
cil chamber right next to elevator number 22. 


It's a different story with the books, though. They get into every 
corner of New York State and into all kinds of situations. They go to 
public libraries, rural families, schools, colleges and universities, 
State institutions, home bureaus, migrant labor camps and many other 
Places that, for one reason or another, have requests for library mate- 
rials that cannot be met locally. From our ever-growing collection, mum 


bering at this date 180,323 volumes, we aim to provide service by mail 
to residents of New York State. 


Five types of traveling library service are offered: (1) community 
libraries; (2) collections for public schools, which, in accordance with 
new regulations passed by the Board of Regents, should be requested 
through the local public library. This provision will make it possible 
for the schools to receive promptly those books that are available in 
the local public library while Traveling Libraries will be prepared to 
send on additional material as needed. By this clearance method, school, 
public and traveling library will have their maximum usefulness. Plans 
will be worked out to expedite this new procedure to conform to the va- 
riety of libraries and policies in the State; (3) books for public li- 
braries for the use of individuals, groups and associations; (4) librar- 
ies for study clubs, lodges, granges, parent-teacher groups etc.; (5) 
house libraries for the family or individual not having easy access to 
library facilities. 


Ranging from a few books to several hundred, collections may be kept 
for three or six months, the school year or longer, depending on the na- 
ture and circumstances of the loans. The service is, of course, free but 
the borrower is expected to pay transportation costs when they amount to 
$1 or more on outgoing loans and all return transportation charges. 
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To supplement local holdings, Traveling Libraries has some special 
collections such as: books in foreign languages, expensive "clear type" 
books for children with defective vision, professional material on all 
aspects of librarianship, general reading to meet unusual or transient 
needs. 


From the letters that pour in from all parts of the State, the bor- 
rowers of traveling libraries do not seem unknown although they are un- 
seen. One request for a family library reads: "I would like books on 
crocheting, knitting, on rugs. On cooking, also on begonias, also on 
carpentry or how to build chicken houses or a road stand. Also I have a 
boy with cerebral palsy. Do you have books that they teach to learn by? 
Some good books for a girl in Junior High, also any books on improving 
the home... Thank you for your patience. I await the books with pleasure," 
A war bride asks for foreign language reading; a retired teacher seeks 
books on music. We feel very close to these people and are gratified 
when one of them writes as she sid: "You know what we want better than 
we do," 


So, while we haven't begun to tell all the details of Traveling 
Libraries operations, we hope it isn't even necessary to remind you to 
let us know if there is a place in your program where any of our ser- 
vices might come in handy.

Library Extension 


Chemung County. A new $9,000 bookmobile is now serving county schools 
and villages, the County Home in Breesport and St. Casimir's School 
in the city of Elmira. This new unit of the Steele Memorial Library 
of Chemung County holds 3,000 books and was purchased with money re- 
ceived under the state aid plan for libraries. The bookmobile staff 
includes Mrs. Marian MacRorie, supervisor, a driver and a library 
clerk. 


Brie County. The Staff Association of the Buffalo Public Library has 
appointed a committee on procedure and personnel policies to work 
out with the administration a personnel and organizational program. 

William T, O'Rourke, librarian of the Buffalo Public Library, 
attended the Sesquicentennial Testimonial Dinner of the Library of 
Congress on December 11 in Washington, D.C. 

During the month of December the Grosvenor Library had on exhibit 
its original leaf of the Gutenberg Bible and the facsimile edition 
of it printed in Leipzig in 1913-14. The occasion was the 500th 
anniversary of the printing of this first Bible done from movable 
type. 

In commemoration of the 200th anniversary of the death of Johann 
Sebastian Bach, the Grosvenor opened its reading room for the per- 
formance of Bach's Musikalisches Opfer by a local chamber music 
group. The concert was one of the series which the library sponsors 
with the aid of the Weed Foundation, 

It is with deep regret that the Grosvenor Library announces the 
death of Judge Charles B, Sears, president of the library's board of 
trustees, Widely known throughout New York State, Judge Sears had 
the distinction of having held judicial appointments from five of 
its governors. Throughout the nation he was known through his ruling 
in the Harry Bridge's trial in 1941 and his services at the Nuremberg 
Trial of Nazi war criminals in 1947. Judge Sears was deeply inter- 
ested in the subject of good will among men and to that end he de- 
voted many years of his life. 

The total 1951 budget for the Erie County Public Library is 
$1,625,740, an increase of $219,000 over the 1950 budget. The 1951 
budget provides for centralized processing services for the first 
time, an amount of $263,000 for books, periodicals and binding (an 
increase of $72,000 over 1950), and a $700 cost-of-living bonus for 
employees of all the libraries in the system. 
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Under the direction of Charles J. Flanigan, second deputy director 
of the Erie County Public Library, centralized processing has gone 
into effect. An advisory committee, consisting of two suburban 1li- 
brarians plus an alternate and two city librarians, will work with 
Mr. Flanigan. 


Nassau County. Gertz department store of Jamaica will erect a million- 
dollar store in Hempstead. The firm has purchased from the village 
board the Hempstead Library property for $150,000. Construction of 
the store will not begin until the new library on Nichols Court is 
completed. 

Two new library buildings will be erected in Elmont School District 
16 if voters cast the needed two-thirds vote on the $250,000 refer- 
endum scheduled for March 16. The proposal calls for the erection of 
a main library with a capacity of 50,000 books, located in Elmont, 
and a smaller branch building in Stewart Manor. The petition for the 
referendum was accepted by the Elmont School Board at a special meet- 
ing early in January. 


New York. The New York Public Library's Opera Listening Group, said to 
be the city's oldest such group, met on January 6 at the branch 1i- 
brary at 135 Second Avenue at 2 p.m. to listen to the radio broadcast 
of the Metropolitan Opera's production of Mozart's "Don Giovanni." 

For the past ten years this group has been meeting at the Otten- 
dorfer Branch to listen to the Saturday afternoon broadcasts of the 
opera. Charlotte Hubach, the branch librarian there, says that the 
audience is predominately male, and that the attendance ranges be- 
tween 25 and 50 persons, depending upon the popularity of the opera. 

The audience is provided with librettoes, copies of the"Opera 
News" (sent to the branch by the Metropolitan Opera Guild), and with 
a limited number of scores. A photographic exhibition of the opera's 
cast of characters was on display. 


Rockland County. Mrs. Bernadette Gray of the Suffern Free Library was 
interviewed by Mrs. Hume Dixon on her regular radio program, "Voice 
of Rockland County," on station WLNA, Peekskill. The work of the li- 
brary and books in general were discussed.

Alice L., Jewett, chief librarian of the Mount Vernon Public Library, 
was the principal speaker at the meeting of the Nassau County Library 
Association December 7. Miss Jewett explained the new certification 
rules and regulations governing the practice of librarianship in the 
public libraries of New York State.

All entries to be eligible must be sent to the Chairman by April 1, 
1951. The awards will be made at the annual meeting which is scheduled 
for May 9th. The two members serving with Miss Connell on the Awards 
Committee are Miss Donna Root, of the Cleveland Public Library, and Mr. 
Howard Samuelson, of the Milwaukee Public Library. Miss Connell is li- 
brarian of the Cairo Public Library, Cairo, Georgia. 
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In our world, sharply divided between the would-be 
destroyers and preservers of the peace, what is the 
Place of libraries and librarians?
